She also does a regular 
comic called Bite the Cactus, in Razorcake Magazine. Adrian strives to bring her two 
worlds together by creating art inspired by horticulture, and by designing, installing and 
maintaining drought-tolerant landscapes. “I want to work on helping Los Angeles and 
Southern California become less reliant on water-thirsty gardens. There is so much 
beauty and inspiration in succulents and drought tolerant gardens. “
